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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

With respect to claim 1, applicant arguments presented on page 6 the second paragraph and page 
7 the first paragraph of applicant's response are found persuasive because the prior art of record neither 
discloses nor makes obvious the combination set forth in the independent claims, and especially does not 
show "a plurality of manifolds arranged in the air inlet duct for communication with a supply of water 
and extending in a direction generally normal to the direction of air flow through the duct to the 
compressor, said manifolds extending between opposite walls of the duct and in spaced arrays thereof in 
the direction of air flow through the duct to the compressor, manifolds of each array thereof lying in 
substantial alignment with manifolds of other arrays thereof in the direction of air flow through the duct 
to the compressor" in combination with the other claims limitations. Thus, claim 1 and its dependent 
claims are allowed. 

With respect to claim 6, applicant arguments presented on page 6 the second paragraph; page 7 
the first paragraph and page 7 the fourth paragraph of applicant's response are found persuasive because 
the prior art of record neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination set forth in the independent 
claims, and especially does not show "a plurality of manifolds arranged in the air inlet duct for 
communication with a mister supply and extending in a direction generally normal to the direction of air 
flow through the duct to the compressor, said manifolds extending between opposite walls of the duct and 
in downstream, intermediate and upstream arrays thereof spaced from one another in the direction of air 
flow through the duct to the compressor, each array having a plurality of said manifolds spaced one from 
the other and lying generally in a common plane generally perpendicular to the direction of air flow, 
manifolds of each array thereof lying in substantial alignment with the manifolds of other arrays thereof 
in the direction of air flow" in combination with the other claims limitations. Thus, claim 6 and its 
dependent claims are allowed.
